shelf Is a most convenient form of 


food, as It may 
be served In a 
variety of ways. 


Salmon Souffle. 


—R e m o v e the 
skin and bones 
from canned sal- 
m o n ; 
separate 


into flakes and 
season with one teaspoonful of salt, 
two teaspoonfuls of lemon juice and 
pepper and paprika to taste. 
Cook 


one-half cupful of bread crumbs with 
one-half cupful of milk five minutes. 
Add the salmon, the yolks of three 
eggs beaten thick and the whites beat- 
en stiff; these are folded in lightly at 
the last. Turn into a buttered baking 
dish and set into a pan of hot water 
to bake. Serve with: 


Spanish Sauce.—Melt three table- 


spoonfuls of butter, add three table- 
spoonfuls of flour; stir until well 
blended, then pour on gradually, stir- 
ring constantly, one cupful of milk 
and one-half cupful cream. Bring to 
the boiling point. Add one-half cup- 
ful of pimento puree, one teaspoonful 
of salt and a few dashes of cayenne. 
To prepare the puree, put a can of 
pimentoes through a sieve, after drain- 
Ing them. 


Baked Rhubarb.—Wash and soak 


eight prunes; when soft, remove the 
stones and cut in pieces. Cut up two 
cupfuls of rhubarb without removing 
the peeling, add one cupful of boil- 
ing water to the rhubarb and prunes 
and bake in a moderate oven until 
nearly cooked, then add two-thirds of 
a cupful of sugar. 


Meat and Potato Pie.—T:ike one 


cupful of cold chopped meat, two ta- 
blespoonfuls of minced onion, one-half 
cupful of canned tomatoes, "two cup- 
fuls of mashed potatoes, with salt and 
pepper to season. Put a layer of meat 
in the bottom of the baking dish, add 
a little onion and seasonings, and half 
the tomato; repeat and cover with the 
mashed potato. Cover, and bake In a 
hot oven.

SEA PLANTS IN THE ROCKIES 


Proof That Country, Millions of Years 


Ago, Was Muddy Bottom of 


an Ocean. 


That many of the algae or seaweeds 


of the Middle Cambrian epoch of geo- 
logic time, some twenty-five, or tliirty 
millions of years ago, closely resemble 
the algae growing In the sea at the 
present time, is the statement made by 
Charles D. Walcott, secretary of the 
Smithsonian institution, in describing, 
in a recent publication of that institu- 
tion fossil remains of these ancient sea 
plants discovered by him in the Middle 
Cambrian rocks of the Canadian Rocky 
mountains.' 


This Is the first authentic proof that 


this form of plant life existed in that 
far-distant past, although many prim- 
itive forerunners of animal life have 
been brought to light in the form of 
fossils. 
The presence of these fossil 


nigac was known to Doctor Walcott 
for several years, but he delayed 


i studying them until all possible ma- 


terial was available. 


The fossils were found by Doctor 


Walcott in the Middle Cambrian rocks 
of Burgess pass, British Columbia, 
where they were quarried out. Some 
of them were later cut into thin sec- 
tions for study and comparison with 
modern algae. 


Of course, In the remote time when 


these plants were deposited on the 
muddy sea bottom, che rock formations 
that are now thousands of feet above 
sea level -frn the Rocky mountains, 
formed the shore line of a Middle Cam- 
brian sea.

He knew full well that the Lord by 


the hand of Samuel had anointed him 
to be the successor of Saul. He had 
learned the essential lesson which the 
School of Providence was designed to 
teach, namely, that the posiion now 
open to him was no easy one to fill. 
His exile and sufferings gave him self-, 
control. 
He had the good sense to 


know that promotion to the throne did 
but bring "harder duties and multi- 
plied perplexities." He threw himself 
tipon God and asked for guidance. He 
rendered instant 
obedience to the 


Lord's answer. 
If we are to enjoy 


God's fellowship and blessing we must 
render quick obedience. He made a 
fight beginning, therefore God pros- 
pered him. When he reached Hebron 
the men of Judah came and anointed 
him king over them. Thus a part of • 
the nation recognized him as king and 
ratified the work which Samuel did 
many years before. When David went 
up he took with him all who had. been 
with him in exile and suffering. They 
'are now sharers with him in the king- 
dom. 
When David's great son, Christ, 


shall enter upon his glorious reign, 
those who have be«n faithful to him 
in his rejection shall reign with. him. 
"If we suffer we shall also reign with 
htm." 
(n Tim. 2-12); "To him that 


overcometh will I grant to sit with me 
hi -my throne, even as I also, overcame; 
.and am set dowirwith my father in his 
throne." (B«v: 3:21). '

II. David's Behavior Toward tha- 


"Men of Jabesh-Gllead (2:4^7). 


The men* of Jabesh owed much to 


Saul (I Sam. 11), and they showed 
this recognition of debt by making a 
daring dash to rescue bis body from 
the ignominious exposure at Bethle^ 
hem. David's act of sending men to 
Jabesh with a message of good will 
for their affectionate remembrance of 
Saul is an exhibition of his noble gen- 
erosity. His love for the unfortunate 
king survived all the injuries Tvhich 
he suffered at his hands. He forgave 
and forgot them all. This was an act 
of political shrewdness as well as a 
generous one. In fact the only policy 
which proves effective is that which 
proceeds from a generous heart. He 
deftly 
follows this generous com- 


mendation with a solicitude for the 
men oi Jabesh to transfer their loyal- 
ty to himself, since he is now their 
legal king. 
Since Saul is now dead, 


he urges them to be valiant for him. In 
view of the civil war which was to 
follow he knew it would require vali- 
ant men to stand by God's king. This 
appeal to be valiant is needed now, for 
we are all called upon to take sides 
between God's appointed king, Jesus 


ihrist, and Satan, the pretender to the 


throne. May Christ's appeal result in 
making us faithful and valiant for 
him. 


I I I . The 
Dual Kingdom—War Be- 


tween the House of Saul and the House 
of David (2:8-4:12). 


This period of civil war lasted seven 


and a half years. Most of the tribes 
of Israel clung to Ishbosheth, Saul'a 
son, whom Abner had proclaimed king 
at Mahanaim. 
Feuds continued be- 


tween the rival 
generals. David's 


power Increased while that of Ishbos- 
heth's waned:. 


IV. David 
Crowned 
King 
Over 


United Israel (5:1-5). 


Though the struggle for supremacy 


lasted long and was a bitter one, Ab- 
ner's death and Ishbosheth's assassina- 
tion put an end to David's opposition. 
David's behavior during this time grad- 
ually won for him the confidence of 
the tribes so that they all came to him 
at Hebron and anointed him as their 
king. They accepted his divine right 
to rule (v. 3). The reasons for anoint- 
ing him their king were: 


1. He is their brother (v. 1). This Is 


true of Christ our King. Through the 
Incarnation he has become one with us. 


2. He was their true leader in war, 


even In Saul's time (v. 2). 


3. He was the Lord's choice (v. 2).

RIDDING HOUSES OF VERMIN 


Outline of Method Recommended by] 


Poultry Specialists of Depart- | 


ment of Agriculture. 
; 


The following method of ridding' 


hen houses of mites and lice, when 
the weather conditions are such as to 
; 


permit of the birds being kept outside 
the house for five or six hours, Is rec- 
ommended by poultry specialists in 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. 


Close all the doors and windows' 


i and see that there are no cracks or 


any other openings to admit air. Set 
an iron vessel on gravel or sand near 
the center of the house. Place in the 
vessel a handful of shavings or straw 
saturated with kerosene and on these 
sprinkle sulphur at the rate of about 
one pound to every 90 or 100 square 
feet of floor space. Instead of using 
the shavings and kerosene, the sulphur 
may be saturated with wood alcohol. 


When everything else is in readi- 


ness, light the material and hastily 
leave the house. In case any anxiety 
is felt about fire, a glance through a 
window will show whether everything 
Is all right. There is very little dan- 
ger of fire when proper precautions 
have been taken to have plenty of soil 
beneath the vessel. 
After three or 


four hours, throw all the doors and 
the windows wide open to drive out 
the sulphur fumes thoroughly. 
Then 


let the fowls in one by one. As each en- 
ters, catch it and dust it \vell with in- 
sect powder, which will destroy the 
lice on the birds. 
Tobacco dust is 


also good to use Instead of 
insect 


powder. 


The birds and house have now been 


freed from vermin for the present, but 
the eggs of the Insects have not been 
destroyed, and In a week another 
swarm will be hatched out. There-
